Previous departures of units fror.i Gtendal 
to I.Iaydeburr included soldiers with 12 tan!® on 1; September by rail, and 
about a, 000 men on 20 trucks of the 207th Guaix’s Motorized -iflo Division 
by road on 6 September# The destination of those units could not be determined 
Vehicles of the 207th Guards Difle Division vfo re still observed only in 
Letslin^ Heath . 

3 * On 20 September, four artillery units moved into the southern section of 

the Delius I! as erne in Potsdam. Vehicles seen there belonged to the unidenti- 
fied artillery division in potsdan and the Second Guards AAA Division. The 
artillery division headquarters from Sildpark moved into the former hospital 
on 22 September.
